One proposal under 
consideration to settle the 
iJis()iit is a task force to be 
appointed by President J.

The Student Government-sponsored chiWren's Day-Care Center 
opened Monday under the co-direction of Mrs Jean Scher and Mrs. 
Pat Desmond. The Center will operate in the First Presbyterian

Since then, the 
Center has passed through the student courts because its primary 
purpoae has been stated as to provWe educational learning 
experiences for students at FlorWa State.

The 
Canter in conjunction with the Satellite lunch program, will also 
provkte die cbiWren widi a balanced diet consisting of breakfast, 
kmch and two afternoon snacks. There is a faderal suhridy plan m 
progress to partly compensate for money spent on food. 

As a student-supported venture, the Day-Care Center has been 
placed under die Center for Participant Education by Acting Vice 
President for Student Affairs Robert B. Kimmel. The Center w^l 
actually be controlled by a student boanJ of directors and is under 
die direction of Mrs. Desmond and Mrs Scher. The Center will also 
be used for intern training for FSU and FAMU students under the 
direction of Dr. Nancy Douglas for die Institute of Human 
Development of Florida State's College of Education.

I would like to comment on 
the drug report published by the 
office of Attorney General Earl 
Fawclotli and reported in the 
Flambeau. Although no source

Tallahassee Boys State

It's summer again and with it 
comes the usual visits to the 
pool, teachers scrambling for air 
conditioned rooms, and 
hundreds of tioys in T-shirts 
marching around the campus. 
These boys are part of a program 
kno«vn as Boys State whKh is 
sponsored each year by the 
American Legion. 

Originating in 1935 in Illinois, 
Boys State quKkly spread across 
the nation reaching Fkirida in 
1940. Except for a few years 
during World War II, this 
program has been an annual 
affair. Boys State has many 
functions but its main purpose, 
according to Director Rotjert A. 
Francis, is "to aequnnt the 
youth with the govemntent and 
help promote good citizenship. 

This year 529 high school 
juntors from all over the state 
are divMed up into a miniature 
state, each boy being a citizen. 
However, the acquainting 
process begins before they anrive 
in Tallahassee. Each future 
citizen is sent a quasltonnaire on 
the gDwemmental system of this 



state which requires research and 
often a trip to the county 
courthouse. 

Upon arrival at Florida State, 
the boys are house in Smith Hall 
with each floor being a county 
containing two cities, one on 
each half of the fkxir. The 
government on the local level is 
organized. A mayor and chy 
ooundl are elected. The mayor 
promptly appoints officials such 
as chief of police and city 
attorney, allowing each city to 
functkMi fully with laws and a 
court to prose cu te anyone who 
commits an infraction. 

In the county caucus, county 
commhsio n er s , a county judge 
and other offidais are elected 
and each dty elects three 
senators and seven 
representatives to the Boys Statt 
Legislature. In the legisiative 
chambers, bills are introduced, 
amended and voted upon by the 
same prooadure used in the 
Florida legislature. 

The entire state is divMed Into 
two parties, the Federalists and 
the Nationalists, with 
conventions to elect candidates 
for the state offices, including
